Councillor Russell, 
speaking to his motion, said 
he felt the bylaw should not 
be proceeded with in fair- 
ness to both the residents 
and the developer in the 
light of new information, 
“Two years ago Councillor 
Kambouroff and I tried in 
council to get rezoning to 
provide for highway comm- 
ercial, leading back to mult- 
iple dwelling and then to 
single family zoning, “This 
concept is accepted as good 
planning,’’ said Cr, Russell. 
“The rezoning of lot 2 is an 
intrusion into a single family 
zone,’’ 

“The ravine also plays an 
important part, as a trunk 
sewer and above-ground 
water shed, and also as a 
potential park area, If this 
parking lot goes in, it is 
inconceivable that we could 
develop a proper park 
there,’’ he went on, 

Councillor Russell also 
felt council should look at the 


downtown area where there 
is “too much unassessed 
area,’’ and that if too much 
commercial development is 
allowed elsewhere, it will 
discourage development 
down town, ‘We also want 
development in the Ball Es- 
tate area, which is also 
under-assessed, but this 
particular proposal would 
inhibit orderly develop- 
ment,’’ 

“Subdivision will come, 
said Cr. Russell through the 
demand for housing, and be- 
cause of the cost without 
subdivision, He also pointed 
out several alternatives to 
building a school in Ball 
Estate until this is econo- 
mically feasible. In closing 
Cr, Russell stated his opin- 
ion that council has a moral 
obligation to carry out the 
vasic concept .planned. for 
the area at the time they 
annexed the Ball Estate. 
“However I hope council 
can see the other aspects 
of my position’’ he said. 

Planner John Woodroffe

The Board of Trustees, 
St. Albert Protestant Sep- 
arate school district, was

Reports from the Legislature 
by Keith Everitt (SC) 


Premier on Bill 28 


Following is a copy of a 
statement presented to the 


Legislature by Premier 
Harry Strom, The premier

April 2, speaking on Bill 28, 

Following a variety of 
consultations yesterday with 
the Alberta Urban Munici- 
palities Association, the 
Government remains con- 
vinced that no more than 
38 million dollars should 
be distributed through the 
Municipal Assistance 
Grants in 1971, 

During three meetings the 
case of the municipalities 
was advanced by a commit- 
tee of the executive, by the 
whole meeting, and later by 
a group of the membership, 


nal They noted that their elec- 


tors would be looking more 
closely at municipal bud- 
gets and they expressed the 
opinion that the ceiling of 
$38 million should not be 
imposed this year because 
yf rising municipal expendi- 


tures, 

Members of the Cabinet 
advanced the case of the 
Province, The Provincial 
Treasurer pointed out that, 
as compared with a $61 mil- 
lion increase in the provin- 
clal budget for 1971-72, 
some $40 million is ear- 
marked for increased grants 
to education and hospital ex- 
penses, 

The Minister of Education 
reminded the municipalities 
of the increased share of the 
costs of education being 
picked up by the province 
this year - a total share of 
59.27 per cent of the costs 
of the Grade 1 - 12 system, 

The minister of municipal 
affairs pointed out that the 
province is continuing to 
vigorously pursue a policy 
which has been advanced for 
some time by the municipal- 
ities - that provincial gen- 
eral revenues should pay for 
services to people and pro- 
perty tax revenues for ser-

No doubt there are those 
who will say that the Gov- 
ernment has not heeded ur- 
gent representations by the 
municipalities, On the con- 
trary, however, the Govern- 
ment has listened long and 
carefully to the municipal- 
ities and is providing firm 
and decisive leadership in 
responsible use of the mon- 
ies which the people of Alb- 
erta pay in taxes, 


It has not been an easy 
decision for the Government 
to take. It would have been 
much easier to acquiese to 
municipal demands, But this 
is not a time for Govern- 
ments to be moved by sudden 
pressures and demonstra- 
tions. The firm, decisive 
leadership of this Govern- 
ment, in ordering the fin- 
ancial affairs of the Pro- 
vince and in seeking to cone 
trol the rapidly escalating 
expenditures of the public 
sector are the policies which 
are necessary for these 
times, 


It is impossible by the 
procedures of this House to 
increase an appropriation 
presently under considera- 
tion by the Assembly, and it 
is the intention of the Gov- 
ernment to proceed with Bill 
28 in its present form. 


It is the intention of the 
Government to proceed, as 
rapidly as possible, with a 
full scale provincial-munl- 
cipal fiscal study. We have 
now received the recomme- 
endations of the Alberta As- 
sociation of Municipal! Dis- 
tricts and Counties and the 
Alberta Urban Municipalit-, 
ies Association on the fore 
mat and terms of reference 
for this study. 


As soon as possible, a 
composite statement of 
these and provincial sugg- 
estions will be drafted and 
consultations will be held. 
When agreement has been 
reached, the province will 
commission the study, 


The recommendations of 
this study will, in large 
measure, determine the 
future style and level of 
provincial assistance to 
municipalities,

The Industrial Develop- 
ment Incentives Act, Bill 
46, has now gone through 
the Legislature and I would 
like to report to you on it 
as it is soimportant to rural 
Alberta, 

You will recall that I said 
earlier that the government 
had introduced this Bill and 
they were going to provide 
three million dollars in the 
first year in incentives to 
industry to locate in areas 
of under 40,000 people. 
When we got to clause-by- 
clause study of the Bill 
there were a number of 
things that are interesting: 
first of all in the definition 
part of the Act the term 
‘‘facility’’ did not include 
land and of course this is a 
very important part of any 
facility and an important 
part of the costs,a a lot 
of occasions the rural areas 
are small and communities 
can provide the land as apart 
of the capital costs, so we 
were very concerned that 
land had been left out of 
the definition of ‘‘facility.’’ 
After some argument we 
were able to convince the 
minister that land should be 
included and it is now a 
part of that definition, 

The next important part 
of the Bill is the definitions 
of what an industry is and 
what industries will qualify 
under the Incentives Act, 
We had a great deal of ar- 
gument in regard to this and 
the Conservatives moved 
several amendments, Un- 
fortunately, none of these 
amendments were accepted 
by the Social Credit Gov- 
ernment so there are some 
interesting developments, 

In handling these defini- 
tions, they listed a number 
of things that are not in- 
cluded. The first one not 
included is oil and gas pro- 
duction, or refining, The 
second one is mining, the 
third is logging. 

I want to deal with this 
question of logging for a 
moment, Under the Federal 
Incentives Act saw milling 
is included under their In- 
centives, In the Provincial 
one, saw milling isn’t going 
to be included, This is very 
unfortunate for the timber 
areas of Alberta because 
one of the things that has 
cut into the number of jobs 
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available is the failure of 
the small operator to get 
the necessary financing to 
set up saw milling opera- 
tions, We moved an amend- 
ment that would have includ- 
ed saw milling in the defini- 
tion of ‘‘industry’’ but the 
Social Crediters voted it 
down, 

The next one that’s ex- 
cluded is fishing - of all 
kinds, We moved an amend- 
ment to include fish pro- 
cessing and fish hatcheries 
under the definition ‘indus- 
try.’’ Again, this was voted 
down by the Social Credit 
Government, 

The next one that’s ex- 
cluded is agriculture. This 
is of course very, very im- 
portant to the rural areas 
because if we're going to get 
secondary industry we have 
to base it on agriculture. 
If the definition of agricul- 
ture is too strict then it’s 
going to really hamper us 
getting industry into our 
area, We tried to get a 
broader definition, out again 
were voted dowr by Social 
Credit. The sixth one is 
utility generation or distri- 
bution and then we moved 
on to the seventh one that 
was excluded and this was 
all service industries. 

We tried very hard to 
explain to the government 
that, while there were cer- 
tain areas in a rural Alber- 
ta where there was an over 
abundance of service indus- 
tries insome lines, in others 
there wasn’t enough ofthem, 
Certainly in some of the 
towns that were fairly close 
to the major areas aservice 
industry could, in fact, be an

excellent secondary indus- 
try. However, the governe 
ment wouldn’t listen to any 
of our arguments and inspite 
of an amendment to delete 
this, they overruled us, We 
then went on and discussed 
the major loaning provisions 
of the Bill and this is to 
provide one-third of the cap- 
ital cost to a maximum of 
$500,000.00 for any one pro- 
ject that qualifies. This one- 
third would be in the formof 
a forgiveable loan if the 
industry stayed in opera- 
tion for five years, There 
are a number of points in 
regard to this: We thought 
it was too small and moved 
an amendment to increase 
it to two-thirds - this was 
voted down by the Social 
Crediters, We then said the 
forgiveable part of the loan 
should be secured by second 
mortgage rather than first 
so that industry would be 
able to get the remainder 
of their financing from cone 
ventional areas, Again, this 
was turned down by the 
Social Crediters, 

My major concern is that 
they have made the Bill so 
rigid that it will hamper in 
certain cases our quest for 
industry into our smaller 
towns, We believe that we 
must have not only more 
money involved in induste 
rial incentives, but a much 
more flexible approach so 
that if an industry can show 
that it would be of benefit 
to an area without hurting 
any of the industries at pre- 
sent in the area, that it 
should be given considera- 
tion without any rigid de- 
finitions bothering it, Cer- 
tainly, if we can show that 
this kind of approach will 
give jobs and economic act- 
ivity to our rural areas, 
this should be our objec- 
tive.

Rapeseed productions requires extra 
care fo achieve high standards 


—Issued by the District 
Agriculturist 

Rapeseed is not like wheat 
or coarse grains which ale 
ways have a buyer for low 
or off grades if the price 
is right. Rapeseed must 
meet high quality standards 
or nobody wants it. A good 
quality product is difficult 
or impossible to obtain at 
any level er processing of 
poor quality rapeseed is 
used, and the oil loss during 
the refining process can be 
very high, 

It is estimated that if ofl 
from good seed is refined, 
losses during the process 
will not exceed eight per 
cent, However, if oil isused 
from seed that is immature, 
has been frozen, is cracked, 
damp or green in color, 
losses can exceed 21 per 
cent. 

Although there is some 
difference in the size of 
rapeseed and tame must- 
ard seed, each is a cone 
taminant of the other, and 
complete separation of the 
two is impossible, Because 
of the danger of contamina- 
tion from volunteer growth, 
rape and mustard should 
never be grown on the same 
farm, and preferably not in 
the same district. Nor 
should the same facilities 
(vehicles, machinery, ele- 
vators, seed cleaning plants, 
etc.) be used, 

Rape is not as drought 
tolerant as cereals or mus= 
tard and is best suited to 
the park belt area of the 
prairie provinces, Rape 
seedlings usually survive 
light spring frosts but heavy 
frosts, a hazard in northern 
areas, may cause severe 
damage. The Polish turnip 
rape varieties are more tole 


erant to spring frost thanthe 
Argentine varieties. They 
may be seeded later and still 
escape fall frost damage, 
General fertilizer recom- 
mendations for rape are 
very similar to those for 
cereals, except that more 
nitrogen may be recomm- 
ended for stubble land, 
Although rape seedlings 
do not compete well with 
weeds immediately after 
they have emerged, the 
plants grow rapidly once 
established and smother 


most broad-leaved weeds, 
Cross-harrowing is not ree 
commended for rape crops 
after the seedlings have 
emerged because the stand 
may be destroyed. 

Rape crops are suscep= 
tible to a fairly large num- 
ber of diseases and insects, 
and should be checked re- 
gularly from the time the 
seedlings emerge until the 
pods are fully formed.

Fabrics 
soiled by perspiration, ur- 
ine, oil from hair, milk, 
alcoholic beverages, toma- 
to juice or soft drinks are 
more likely to be damaged 
than clean fabrics, 

To provide the best care 
for your furs, have them 
stored commercially, Your 
other fabrics, of animal or- 
igin may be stored intightly 
sealed containers. Intrunks, 
chests and boxes, between 
the layers of stored mat- 
erials place layers of paper 
sprinkled with paradiche 
lorobenzene (PDB) moth 
crystals, Sprinkle at the rate 
of one pound per 30 cubic 
feet of enclosed space. If 
you're using napthalene 
flakes or moth balls, apply 
them at the same rate, [If 
you’re storing your winter 
clothing in a garment bag, 
hang a few ounces of cry- 


Rapeseed 
Test 


Due to the moist condite 
fons of last summer, root 
rot was very prevalent, The 
disease can be carried over 
in crop residues and in the 
seed.

The forecasts were all

tion remains unaltered. But 
he felt that if this proposal 
goes through, a new plan 
will be needed, Councillor 
Kambouroff observed that 
the 1966 plan was made 
after Ball Estate was ann- 
exed, therefore the land 
was originally meant for 
acreages, Councillor Rus- 
sell pointed out that the 
residents were in favor of 
the 1966 plan, 

“This matter has been 
argued loud and long’’ said 
Cr. de Bruijn, “With two 
extensive public hearings, 
But I have the feeling that 
the majority of the objec- 
tions at the present time 
are not primarily to the 
parking lot, but to the hot- 
el. I am not an expert on 
planning,”’ he went on, ‘‘but 
anytime a plan is adopted, 
it is always subject to 
changes,’”’ He noted that 
population forecasts for St. 
Albert when the 1966 plan 
was formed were for 30,000 
Now the forecast is for 
80,000 over the next 25 = 30 
years’’ said Councillor de 
Bruijn, ‘And this, along with 
the new university, means 
that the whole concept of 
planning needs to be looked 
at again,’ I believe in the 
need to settle the down town 
also, but this proposal will 
not detract from either style 
of living. 

Councillor Lukay said the 
town is discouraging down 
town development, Cr. Hude 
son said he concurred with 
Cr. de Bruijn that the main 
objections are to the hotel, 
not the parking, and that the 
hotel can be developed re- 
gardless of zoning lot 2 to 
parking, 

Asked to speak, Mr. Shap- 
iro sald his firm’s position 
was set out in a letter to 
council, and that Councillor 
Russell had introduced nothe 
ing new, Planner Woodroffe 
observed that whether or not 
anything new was intro- 
duced, the old problems 
created by the proposal still 
have not been solved. 

Cr, Russell stated that the 
residents objection were to 
the parking. They did not 
object to the original 20- 
room hotel proposal, he not- 
ed. ‘‘As for the new infor- 
mation, I was referring to 
the plan of Northern Land 
Holdings, If council is think- 
ing of a large commercial 
development south of the 
Klondike Inn then are we also 
considering other commer- 
cial evelopment all through 
this area. This concerns 
me = think what could happen 
to Ball Estate!l’’ he said,

to speak on behalf of the Ball 
Estate people present, “Mr. 
Russell’s arguments are our 
own’? said Mr, Webber. I 
was unhappy to hear coun- 
cillors say they felt we were 
objecting to the hotel, and 
point out again, that if this 
was the case we would have 
objected to the original 
small-hotel proposal, but we 
did not.’’ He went on to say 
that he agreed that the in- 
crease in proposed popula- 
tion deserves a new look at 
planning, ‘‘We oppose the 
fact that council is plann- 
ing one small portion, rather 
than the whole of the area’’ 
said Mr, Webber. 

Councillor White asked 
“where did this figure of 
84 rooms come from with 
regard to the hotel?’’ Mr. 
Shapiro’s representative 
replied that ‘‘at present our 
plan is for a 25-room hotel 
with provision for expansion 
to 100 rooms,’’ 

The motion that third 
reading not be given the 
bylaw was lost. 

Councillor Kambouroff 
then suggested that council 
give third reading now, Crs. 
Russell and Lukay said it 
should not be given until 
the development proposal is 
in and approved, Cr, Kam- 
bouroff said if the bylaw 
was passed now, it would 
allow recourse for the land- 
owners. His motion to give 
third reading lost 6 - 1. 

The situation therefore 
remains exactly as before 
Councillor Russell served 
his notice of motion, The 
resolution on the books is 
that third reading is tabled 
until an acceptable devel- 
opment plan is brought in,

sharing of office equipment 
and students would be read- 
ily available to work in the 
school administration offi- 
ces, he said, 

Mr, Hrynew also sugges- 
ted that the architect make 
provisions to close-in the 
second floor student lounge. 
The school will not be all- 
owed a proper cafeteria 
until its student population 
reaches 700, and until such 
time the area just off the 
gym will have to serve this 
purpose, Mr, Hrynew felt 
that the open area curren- 
tly planned for could not be 
easily supervised, Mr, Hry- 
new did agree, however, that 
an open lounge would give a 
feeling of spaciousness, 

In conclusion, Mr, Hry- 
new asked that serious con- 
sideration be given to a one 
storey school, Such adesign 
would solve the serious pro= 
blem of having to move heavy 
equipment up and down the 
stairs or having to dupli- 
cate expensive equipment, 
he said, ‘‘A one storey build-

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school’s rules?”’ 

Mr. Gish said he does not
